REPORT OF TRUSTEE OF DANVILLE SCHOOL TO THE MUSCLE SHOALS ASSO- 
CIATION. 

Dear Brethren : 

The Board of Trustees the North Alabama Baptist Collegiate Institute and Normal School 
beg leave to submit this then first annual report to your body. The Board held its first session at 
Decatur, Alabama, in Nov inner last, and organized temporarily, by electing Judge A. L. Moody, 
of Colbert county, Preside *, and Rev. Joseph Shackelford, of Morgan county, as Secretary. A 
Charter for the school was p epared and agreed upon, and a committee appointed to secure its pass- 
age by the Legislature of A bama. It was also agreed that the school should open in the Fall of 
1893. The Board then adj< nrned to meet in May 1893. The second meeting of the Board took place 
Danville, in x June 1893, th May meeting having been postponed. At this meeting the property 
donated by the citizens of I mville and vicinity, was received by the Board, with a deed to the 
property, which consists of a ' vo acre lot of land, upon which is erected two large two story buildings 
containing fourteen rooms al >f which are well adapted for school purposes. There were some of the 
conditions which were not fully complied with by the citizens of Danville, such as furnishing desks 
and etc., but the Board accepted the property and subscriptions and notes which were unpaid, with ■ 
the hope that something might be realized from them. These subscriptions and notes amounted to 
something over $150. As they are collected the money will be appropriated to the purchase of desks 
and other things needed abort the buildings. At this meeting the Committee having charge of this 
matter, reported that a Ch; "er lor the school had been obtained from the Legislature at its last ses- 
sion under the title of the North Alabama Baptist Collegiate Institute and Normal School, giving 
full power to the Trustees and Teachers of the same to grant Diplomas to its graduates. The Board 
elected a Faculty for these! ol consisting of the following:

The Board also appointed a Lo^al Board to take 
special charge of the school. 

The school commenced its first session the 28th »f August last. The attendance was not so lai.ge 
as we expected and desired, yet, under all the circumstances considering the financial troubles, en- 
couraging. We are hopeful that our numbers will ,« greatly increased until we shall reach an en- 
roltmenrof one hundred during the present session, we have now enrolled about fifty. 

The Board at this meeting organized permanently by electing J. P. Whitman, of Huntsville, Ala- 
bama, President and Judge W. H. Simpson, of Decatur, Alabama, Secretary and Dr. J. M. K.chens, 
of Danville, Alabama, Treasurer. 

We suggest to the Association the appointment of three Trustees to fill the places of A. w 
Bailey Samuel Blackwell and A. L. Moody whose time expires with thts sesston. 

Your Board would earnestly beg the Association to rally around this Institution, which it has 
assisted in creating The property which the good citizens of Danville and vicinity have given for 
school purposes is your property, it is your school, you can help make it a great blessuig to the Bap- 
tist Denomination of Alabama and to the people generally. There are two things needed to make 
this school a success. The first is students. Give us the students and we will educate them, r rom 
the six thousand Baptists of the three Associations which have created this school, we ought to get 
at least three hundred pupils. Shall we have them? We have the buildings, and we have the 
teachers, now give us the pupils, and we will make you a school of which you will be proud. 
Secondly we need money to purchase such equipments for the school as will make us equal to 
other Institutions of like grade. We need at least $ 1.000 now or within a short time The Board 
makes the following suggestions to your body : Of the $1,000 we think the Muscle Shoals 
Association ought to- give $800. We propose to raise the $1,000 on the following plan : 
Those who subscribe to this fund will be asked to pay one-fourth of their subscription on the 1st ot 
January 1894, one-fourth on 1st of July 1894, one-fourth on 1st ot January t895, one-fourth on 1st of 
July 1895 Surely we can raise the amount on the plan suggested within the three Associations 
Muscle Shoals Association out to raise the amount of $500 with all ease. We trust your body will 
take the matter into consideration, and allow our President to make an effort to raise a part of the 
amount apportioned to your Association at this session, and that you will appoint an agent in each 
church to assist in raising the amount, and to work for students for the school. Let us know no 
such word as fail in this enterprise, but let us make an earnest effort to build up an institution of 
learning that will be an honor to the Baptists of North Alabama. 

The Board wish to say, that young men preparing for the ministry, or ministers who wish to 
better prepare themselves for their work, are received free of tuition, when they come recommended 
by their churches, and the State Board o« Ministerial Education, or the Ministerial Board of any 
Association. The sons and daughters of ministers regularly engaged in ministerial work are charged

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

"Thus it is written, that Christ should suffer, and should rise from the 
dead on the third day, and that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in bis name unto all the nations, beginning at Jerusalem, ye are 
witness of these thing."— Luke 24:46-8. 

"Ye shall receive power when the Holy Spirit has come upon you; and 
ye shall be my witnesses both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and Samaria, 
and unto the utmost part, of the earth." — Acts 1:8. 

The above Scriptures are quoted to show the emphasis the founder of 
Missions placed on State Missions. While "all nations" and "the utmost 
part of the earth," are to be reached with gospel, the Lord of life and glory

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would have us note that the nearest wav to those is through the evangel- 
ization of "Jerusalem" and "Judea." The State Board of Missions* ot the 
Alabama Baptist State Convention, is carrying out that idea of the Lord in 
sustaining and helping to sustain the gospel in the centres of population, 
new towns, and destitute portions of the state.

Those churches while being helped 
were required to take regular collections for missions, and thus they were 
led to test the truthfulness of the Lord's saying: "It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. While thus faithfully fostering the cause in the state, 
our Board has with equal assiduity labored for the development of the mis- 
sion spirit that embraces the whole wofld by becoming the active agent for 
the collection of funds for Home and Foreign Missions, and persistently 
urging all its beneficiaries to contribute regularly, frequently and liberally. 
The State Board knows that contributions to Home and Foreign Missions 
do not diminish gifts to State Missions. On the contrary, the liberal con- 
tributors to Home and Foreign Missions are the Aarons and Hurs that 
stand close by it and hold up its hands. Thus helping the other Boards it 
effectually helps itself, again practically illustrating the Lord's saying 
already quoted. The State Board, therefore, is not afraid of robbing Peter 
to pav Paul. It persistently discourages the "in our bounds," and "along 
our borders" idea, the tendencv of which is to dry up the fountains of liber- 
ality, and paralvze the spirit of missions. We bespeak for the State Board 
of Missions, the prayers, contributions and cordial co-operation ot the 
churches and the entire Association.

REPORT ON ASSOCIATIONAL MISSIONS. 

Your Committee on Associational Missions wish to submit the follow- 
ing as their report : In looking over our field of Associational Work we find 
that much has been done through the wise management of our Executive 
Board. Weak churches have been strengthened and caused to grow self- 
sustaining. Manv places that were destitute of Baptist preaching have had 
the efficient labors of our missionaries. We have many reasons to thank 
God and take courage. For the past two years, our minutes show a falling 
off of interest in Associational work. We feel that this ought not to be. 
We are not less equal to the task than in former years. We have not dimin- 
ished in membership. Whv this loss of interest ? Is it on the part of our 
pastors, or people, or both ? These are questions of no trifling importance. 
As God's stewards we will be called into an account some day. There is an 
increasing demand for Mission work in our Association. This is shown by 
the rapid growth of population in our railroad towns, and also in some 
countrv neighborhoods. Along with all these additions to the numbers, in- 
telligence, capital and irrepressible activity of our population, there is the 
usual average of worldliness, wickedness, skepticism, infidelity, deism, 
heresy, and heterodoxy, and these elements are active for evil. A great and 
growing demand is thus thrust upon us, as stewards of the manifold grace 
of God, to put into these inviting fields a sufficient number of the most in- 
telligent, cultivated, experienced, zealous and consecrated missionaries. 
We need men who are able, not only to meet the open opposition to the gos- 
pel, but successfully to expose and overcome all the false doctrine with which 
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our land is flooded. With diminished contributions for Associations! Mis- 
sions, and still smaller pledges for the year just closing our Executive Board 
could not provide for the work as heretofore. Your committee would re- 
commend that our Association send out one or two missionaries to canvass 
our entire bounds.

KEPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Dear Brethren : — We learn from the last report of the Foreign Mission 
Board that $155,937.23 were collected and paid out bv said Board, during 
the last conventional year for the various objects and purposes of the 
Foreign Mission work. The largest amount perhaps ever collected in one 
year from our people. According to said report, we have in China 36 
missionaries, 26 native assistants, 46 stations, 11 churches, 938 members. 
75 baptisms, 11 schools, 360 students, contributions, $1,722.89; Africa. 
9 missionaries, 7 native assistants, 7 stations, 4 churches, 144 members, 
20 baptisms, 3 schools, 125 scholars, $215.80 contributions; Brazil. 18 
missionaries, 6 native assistants, 34 stations, 12 churches, 453 members, 
96 baptisms, $1,344.17 contributions; Italy, 3 missionaries; 27 native as- 
sistants, 59 stations 17 churches, 347 members, 72 baptisms, $559.56 
contributions; Japan, 4 missionaries, 2 native assistants, 6 stations, 1 
church, 27 members, 26 baptisms; Mexico, 22 missionaries. 10 native as- 
sistants, 33 stations, 30 churches, 1,014 members, 94 baptisms, 2 schools, 
113 students, $1,526 contributions; grand total, 92 missionaries, 78 na- 
tive assistants, 185 stations, 75churches, 2,923 members. 383 baptisms, 16 
schools, 595 scholars, $5,342.68 contributions. We thus see that much 
has already been done; but when we consider the territory yet unoccu- 
pied and the millions yet without the gospel, we are led to see that much 
more remains to be done, if we would carry out the commission of our 
Great Lawgiver, which we conceive to be binding upon all Baptists. We 
might say that the foundations of our mission work has just been laid 
with great self-sacrifice, and toil on the part of our missionaries. The 
question is. shall we continue the work until the grand temple is com- 
plete, and until the nations of the earth shall bow before God, and the isles 
of the sea shall praise Him. If so let us suggest, first, That the pastors 
make their flocks more thoroughly acquainted with the subject of foreign 
missions. This they can do by first acquainting themselves with thesubject 
as taught in the Bible. Secondly, By taking the Foreign Mission Journal 
and such other literature as will inform them of the work which, is being: 
done, all of which is respectfully submitted.

HOME MISSIONS. 

We learn from the report of the Home Mission Board for the conven- 
tional year, ending May 1893, that 368 missionaries were employed during 
the year, who labored in eighteen states, the Indian Territory, and Cuba. 
There were 5,274 baptisms administered by the missionaries, and 11,247 
received into the churches by them. While these numbers are not as great 
as former reports show, yet when we take into consideration the disadvant- 
ages under which we have labored, we ought to thank God and take cour- 
age. Our Board is free from debt for the first time in several years. The 
Board began the year with a debt of $9,662.50 which has been paid. The 
$22,854.30 due on the house of worship in Cuba has been paid, and a bal- 
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ance of $2,784.50 is reported in its treasury. Its total cash receipts for the 
year have been $106,989.58 of which $29,373 40 have been expended in 
building churches. "The Home Field," published by the Home Board, At- 
lanta, Ga., is the most efficient agent we can employ to get the facts con- 
cerning our work before the people. Every member of this body should 
take and read the Home Field. The reports of the Home Board compare 
favorably with those of the State and Foreign Boards. WhHe there have 
been some opposition to the Board yet the opposition has not been sufficient- 
ly great to effect its success. The blessings of God seem to have attended its 
efforts, and its existence, is still thought by many to be a necessity. As 
long as this Board remains in existence we would recommend that we give 
it our sympathies, prayers and co-operation. Respectfully submitted,

REPORT ON BIBLE AND COLPORTAGE WORK. 

The secretary of the Book and Colportage Department of the State Mis- 
sion Board informs your committee that up to the present time the Board 
has had in its employ thirteen Colporteurs located in different parts of the 
State. Thev have bought of the Department about $600 worth of books 
and have paid in ab«ut $250. The stringency in money matters makes it 
hard to do much in Selling books. Yet these Colporteurs, some giving all 
their time, others only a part, are on the go. trying to do what they can in 
the Master's name distributing tracts, donating the Word of God to the des- 
titute, preaching and holding services with families desiring the privilege 
of public worship. The sales of the books of the Department up to Septem- 
ber 1st amount to $3,527, this means three-fourths of the conventional 
year. We urge that all our Sunday Schools order their literature through 
this Board. The price is just the same as that of the publishers. In order- 
ing through this Department, every school drops its mite in supporting the 
colportage work, and in aiding Sunday Schools in destitute circumstances. 
Your committee would suggest to this Association that it take into con- 
sideration as its present session, the advisability of appointing a Col- 
porteur to travel in its bounds. We insist that all orders for Sunday School 
supplies, and for Bibles and religious books and tracts be forwarded to J. B. 
Collier, Opelika, Ala. May our people consider the importance of this work 
which means the education of the masses in scriptural teaching; the elevat- 
ing of society to a higher plane; the cause of the Master advanced; and may 
their prayers and rrfonev be given to its support. Respectfully submittted.
